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"Behold!  Mine  house  is  a  house  of 
order,  saith  the  Lord  God,  and  not  a 
house  of  confusion.'" 

To  a  church  and  a  people  who  claim 
to  have  divinely  inspired  leaders,  these 
words  have  a  very  special  significance. 

We  are  proud  of  our  vast  organization. 
Proud  of  the  orderliness  of  its  myriad 
activities.  The  Welfare  Plan,  the  build- 
ing projects,  the  work  and  progress  of 
the  various  auxiliaries.  And  last,  but  by 
no  means  least,  the  splendid,  self- 
sacrificing  labours  and  accomplishments 
of  our  superb  missionary  force. 

Very  appropriately  we  the  Church 
have  adopted  the  sign  of  the  beehive 
and  named  it  "  DESERET." 

What  the  ordinary  member  does  not 
realize,  however,  is  the  vast  amount  of 
unceasing  work  and  the  untiring  effort 
necessary,  behind  the  scenes,  to  main- 
tain at  its  highest  peak  of  efficiency  this 
great  army  of  willing  workers. 

The  men  who  stand  at  the  helm,  the 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church,  am- 
bassadors to  the  Most  High  and  bearing 
the  seal  of  His  Divine  Authority,  are 
doing  an  excellent  job  of  work  and  to 
each  and  every  member  falls  the  very 
real  responsibility  of  upholding,  assist- 
ing and  keeping  them  in  their  positions, 
not  only  in  word,  but  in  deed  as  well. 
These  men,  although  leaders,  are  after 
all  only  humans  like  you  or  I  and  they 
need,  desperately  need,  our  help  and 
constant  prayers.  They  need  the  spiri- 
tual upliftment  which  comes  with  the 
knowledge  that  we  are  verily  the  body 
of  Christ  and  that,  that  body  is  indeed 
ONE. 

This  is  pleasing  to  Him  whom  we 
profess  to  be  our  Master.  "  Behold  Mine 
house  is  as  house  of  order  .  .  ."  The 
Lord  is  very  concerned  about  the  welfare 
of  His  Church  and  people;  He  delights 
in  our  humility  and  loyalty  when  we 
truly  sustain  those  whom  He  has  chosen 
and  ordained  to  govern  and  direct  us. 

How  many  of  use  realize  how  great 
and  glorious  is  the  privilege  of  attend- 


ing conference  gatherings  and  there 
having  the  names  of  worthy  men  pre- 
sented before  us  for  our  sustaining  vote? 
This  is  done  by  calling  on  the  assembly 
to  make  such  decisions  manifest  by  the 
raising  of  the  right  hand. 

When  we  raise  our  hand  to  sustain 
these  men  do  we  truly  realize  what  we 
are  doing?  Or  do  we  merely  do  this 
mechanically  and  unthinkingly,  barely 
taking  note  of  the  names  of  the  General 
Authorities  and  what  offices  they  pro- 
pose holding?  This  reminds  one  of  the 
humorous  story  told  about  a  certain 
bishop  who  was  conducting  a  vote  at  one 
of  the  conferences.  He  noticed  how  dis- 
interested everyone  seemed  and  for  a 
joke  he  said,  "  It  is  proposed  to  remove 
Mount  Sinai  from  its  present  location 
and  plant  it  in  the  central  stake  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah.  All  in  favour  make 
it  manifest  in  the  usual  manner."  As 
one  man  the  congregation  raised  their 
right  hands. 

It  is  high  time  that  everyone  was 
aware  that  the  raising  of  the  right  hand 
is  far  from  being  just  a  meaningless 
ordinance.  It  is  rather  a  solemn  under- 
taking on  our  part  to  do  all  in  our  power 
to  help  those  who  we  are  placing  in 
positions  of  trust,  and  we  should  do 
everything  possible  to  assist  this  most 
worthy  cause,  pledging  our  all  to  further 
the  work  so  dear  to  all  of  us.  Willing 
to  live  for  it  and  willing  to  die  for  it 
as  did  our  beloved  Master  before  us. 

We  must  willingly  obey  the  counsel 
and  the  admnitions  handed  down  by 
these  good  men  and  it  should  be  pointed 
out  at  this  stage  that  should  such  advice 
at  any  time  prove  to  be  wrong,  our  sin 
is  upon  the  shoulders  of  those  who  mis- 
informed and  misled  us,  and  we  are 
thereby  completely  exonerated. 

Let  us  constantly  remember  these 
things  and  try  to  be  more  patient,  more 
humble,  more  understanding,  more 
long-suffering,  and  more  charitable;  be- 
cause. "  charity  suffereth  long  and  is

PAPEETE,  TAHITI.— Recently 
there  sailed  from  the  harbour  at 
Papeete  an  unusual  ship  bearing 
an  unusual  "cargo" — the  destina- 
tion being  the  Island  of  Takaroa 
350  miles  to  the  northeast. 

The  ship  was  the  yacht 
"Paraita,"  commissioned  to  serve 
the  Tahitian  Mission,  and  its 
cargo  consisted  of  50  island  mem- 
bers of  the  MIA  bound  for  the 
annual  youth  conference  to  be 
held  in  one  of  the  largest  mission 
branches.  The  ship-load  of 
young  Mormons  included  their 
band,  a  30  piece  string  orchestra 
and  basketball  teams  besides 
MIA  officers. 

As  the  ship  put  into  Takaroa — 
journey's  end — they  were  greeted 
in  true  "maohi"  fashion  with  a 
profusion  of  flower  leis  and  lift- 
ing songs  of  greeting.  Arrange- 
ments had  already  been  made  to 
house  and  feed  the  visiting 
islanders  and  the  conference  got 
under  way.  A  full  afternoon  was 
devoted  to  soccer  and  basketball 
games  and  other  sports. 

As  they  were  at  sea  on  Sunday, 
sacrament  services  were  held 
aboard  ship  and  each  morning 
and  evening  throughout  the  jour- 
ney, at  the  sound  of  the  bell,  as 
is  the  custom  aboard  the 
"Paraito"  all  assembled  for 
morning  and  evening  devotion. 

ELDERS  working  in  the 
Japanese  Mission  under  the 
direction  of  President  Vinal 
Mauss,  seized  the  opportunity  to 
promulgate  further  the  Gospel 
by  means  of  a  booth  at  a  fair 
sponsored  by  the  American 
Army. 

Theme  of  the  display  was  an 
account  of  the  growth  of  the 
Church  and  the  coming  forth  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  depicted  in 
miniature  figures.  Beginning 
with  a  scene  depicting  Lehi 
preaching  at  a  Jerusalem 
market-place,  the  story  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  progressed  until 
the  time  of  Moroni,  when  he 
was  shown  burying  the  gold 
records  of  his  fathers  in  the  Hill 
Cumorah. 

The  booth  itself  was  designed 
to  attract  the  eye  of  the  throngs 
as  well  as  to  provide  a  setting  for 
the  exhibit.  Built  in  a  beautiful 
grove  on  a  main  intersection  of 
the  park  the  front  was  suggestive 
of  ancient  American  architecture 


with  a  large  model  of  the  golden 
plates  prominently  displayed. 
Tracts,  specially  prepared  for  the 
occasion  repeated  the  same 
story  and  were  distributed  to 
hundreds  of  Japanese  people. 

A  little  earlier  in  the  month 
the  Elders  in  Tokyo  sponsored  a 
pageant  to  further  the  Gospel 
message  and  reached  5,000  people 
by  distributing  a  48  page  pro- 
gramme-tract printed  in  both 
English  and  Japanese.  The  pro- 
gramme also  raised  $4800  (£1710; 
for  the  building  of  a  chapel  in 
Tokyo. 

ATHLETICS  in  the  Church 
continued  for  the  year  with  the 
commencement  recently  of  the 
All-Church  Tennis  Tournament 
played  on  the  courts  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Tennis  club.  Trophies  were 
given  to  the  winners  of  the  first 
and  second  place  teams  in 
doubles  and  to  Robert  Reese, 
choir  leader  of  the  Brentwood 
Ward  in  California,  who  won  the 
singles  cup.  For  three  days,  22 
singles  and  30  doubles  players 
from  seven  Church  athletic  divi- 
sions were  out  after  the  two  titles. 

The  tournament  was  very  suc- 
cessful and  as  it  was  stated  by 
Salt  Lake  sports-writers,  "If  it  is 
the  ideal  of  the  Young  Men's 
MIA  athletic  committee  to  place 
good  sportsmanship  and  good 
fellowship  above  scores,  and  it  is, 
the  second  annual  '  tourney 
reached  the  end  of  their  rain- 
bow." 

FINLAND  ELDERS  presented 
a  unique  minstrel  show  during  a 
recent  MIA  conference  held  at 
Vasa,  Finland.  The  show  was 
presented  in  the  Vasa  Theatre 
before  a  capacity  crowd,  who  wit- 
nessed entertainment  of  a  high 
calibre.  Clean,  upbuilding  enter- 
tainment, as  idealized  by  the 
MIA.  portrayed  to  the  Finnish 
people  the  positive,  practical 
aspects  of  the  religion  of  the 
Latter-Day  Saints.  The  show  was 
presented  as  a  part  of  an  annual 
Swedish  speaking  conference  of 
the  Finnish  MIA  leaders  and 
members. 

The  first  two  MIA  groups  were 
founded  only  three  years  ago  in 
Finland.  The  work  has  ex- 
panded, however,  to  the  point 
where  eleven  branches  are  now 
active,  mission  authorities  there 
report. 
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THE  KEYS.  POWERS 
AND  AITIIORITY  OF 
HE  PRIESTHOOD 


Joseph  Smith,  through  obedience  to 
the  commandments  of  Jesus  Christ,  re- 
stored in  this  dispensation,  the  fullness 
of  the  everlasting  gospel.  We  through 
obedience  to  the  same  commandments 
are  privileged  to  share  the  blessings  en- 
tailed by  the  restoration  of  all  things. 
We  ask,  which  of  all  the  many  glorious 
things  that  Joseph  Smith  restored,  are 
the  most  important  to  we  who  are  striv- 
ing to  attain  salvation?  Invariably,  our 
thoughts  turn  to  the  power  and  author- 
ity of  the  priesthood  of  God,  for  by  it 
we  have  the  power  to  act  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord.  It  gives  us  the  authority 
to  perform  ordinances  that  are  required 
prior  to  entering  into  our  Father  in 
Heaven's  kingdom. 

It  is  not  only  evident  but  necessary 
that  every  act  performed  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  priesthood  be  done  in  its 
proper  time  and  place,  in  a  suitable 
manner  before  the  eyes  of  Jesus  Christ. 
The  power  of  guiding  these  labours  con- 
stitutes the  keys  of  the  priesthood.  The 
fullness  of  the  keys  are  held  by  only 
one  person  at  a  time,  the  Prophet,  Seer, 
and  Revelator  of  the  Church.  It  is  ap- 
parent that  the  Prophet  cannot  person- 
ally direct  the  many  functions  of  the 
priesthood  so  he  in  turn  endows  a 
portion  of  his  authority  to  others  who 
in  turn  hold  the  keys  to  that  particular 
labour.  Each  person  performing  a  par- 
ticular labour  holds  the  keys  to  that 
portion  of  the  priesthood  in  that  par- 
ticular body  or  locality.  His  priesthood 
is  not  increased,  but  he  has  been  given 
the  capacity  to  direct. 

The  powers  of  the  priesthood  are  ap- 
parent to  we  who  have  been  taught  the 
principles  of  the  gospel.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Christian  world  is  confused 
and  blinded  by  the  false  conception  of 
the  power  and  authority  of  the  Lord's 
priesthood.

John  Taylor  in  one  of  his  discourses 
outlines  several  points  that  are  neces- 
sary in  the  activities  or  powers  of  the 
priesthood.  There  are,  first  of  all,  two 
priesthoods,  the  Melchizedek  and 
Aaronic,  including  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood. These  priesthoods  are  conferred 
by  the  Lord,  not  man,  they  are  both 
everlasting  and  will  administer  in  all 
time  and  eternity.  The  Melchizedek 
holds  the  right  of  Presidency  and'  has 
power  and  authority  over  all  the  offices 
in  the  Church,  and  to  administer  in 
spiritual  affairs.  The  Aaronic  priesthood 
is  the  lesser  and  its  particular  power  is 
in  administering  outward  ordinances 
and  to  attend  generally  to  temporal  af- 
fairs. While  the  power  of  the  higher 
is  to  hold  the  keys  of  all  spiritual  offices 
of  the  Church,  yet  the  Presidency  of  the 
High  Priesthood  have  the  right  to  offi- 
ciate in  all  offices  of  the  Church,  both 
spiritual  and  temporal. 

Authority  is  the  one  thing  that  puts 
the  spark  of  life  into  the  perfect  or- 
ganization. Although  we  may  have  all 
those  requisites  that  are  required  and 
essential  in  preparation  for  entrance  in 
the  kingdom  of  God  we  cannot  unless 
we  have  the  proper  authority.  Joseph  F. 
Smith  tells  us:  "As  to  the  question  of 
authority,  nearly  everything  depends 
upon  it.  No  ordinance  can  be  performed 
to  the  acceptance  of  God  without  divine 
authority."*  If  the  ordinances  we  per- 
form are  not  accepted  we  are  wasting 
our  time  in  performing  them,  and 
would  be  better  to  search  out  that  one 
Christian  belief  that  has  the  atthority 
to  act  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Some 
suppose  authority  comes  from  the  Bible,

BROTHER   AND   SISTER   ROMNEY 


At  10.30  a.m.,  Saturday,  October  6,  in 
the  122nd  Semi- Annual  Conference  of 
the  Church,  Elder  Marion  G.  Romney 
was  sustained  as  the  68th  Apostle  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day 
Saints  and  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  Apostles. 

Elder  Romney  comes  from  a  long  line 
of  faithful  Latter-Day  Saints,  being  the 
son  of  George  S.  Romney  and  Artemisia 
Redd.  He  received  his  early  education 
in  the  schools  of  Colonia  Juarez,  Mexico, 
where  he  was  born  September  19,  1897. 
He  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City  with  his 
parents  in  1912  following  their  expul- 
sion from  Mexico  along  with  the  other 
Mormons  during  the  revolutionary  up- 
risings there. 

After  graduation  from  Ricks  College 
at  Rexburg,  Idaho,  where  his  father 
served  as  college  president,  he  attended 
the  University  of  Utah  and  was  granted 
his  B.S.  degree  in  the  class  of  1926.  In 
1932  he  graduated  from  the  University's 


School  of  Law  with  an  LL.B.  degree.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1930  and 
began  an  active  legal  career.  In  addi- 
tion to  his  private  practice  he  also 
served  as  an  assistant  to  the  county,  to 
the  district,  and  to  the  city  attorneys. 

From  1920  to  1923,  Elder  Romney 
served  as  a  missionary  in  Australia.  He 
was  active  in  Auxiliary  organizations 
and  priesthood  quorums  in  the  Thirty- 
Third  Ward  until  his  ordination  as 
Bishop  in  1935.  Three  years  later,  in 
1938,  he  was  sustained  President  of  the 
Bonneville  Stake,  which  position  he  held 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  one 
of  the  Assistants  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  April,  1941. 

He  was  married  to  Ida  Jensen  in  1924 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  two  sons, 
Richard  J.  and  George  J.  They  also 
have  one  granddaughter. 

Elder  Romney  is  well  known  through- 
out the  Church,  having  travelled  widely

Latter-day  Saints  from  all  over  the 
world  journey  to  Salt  Lake  City  during 
the  months  of  April  and  October  to  at- 
tend the  Annual  and  Semi-Annual  Con- 
ferences of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  Every  mode  of 
transportation  is  used  to  convey  the 
thousands  of  visitors  to  Temple  Square 
to  hear  the  Apostles  of  the  Lord  de- 
liver inspiring  and  timely  messages  to 
the  children  of  God  wherever  they  may 
be.  All  who  will  listen  to  the  counsel 
of  these  great  leaders  will  have  their 
lives  enriched  and  will  be  better  pre- 
pared to  serve  humanity  and  keep  the 
commandments  of  God.  The  fortunate 
Conference-goers  would,  I'm  sure,  like 
to  shout  to  all  in  the  world  and  tell 
them  of  the  spirit  that  prevails  at  these 
Conference  gatherings. 

The  throng  of  thousands  in  attend- 
ance at  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
Second  Semi-Annual  Conference  held 
last  month  enjoyed  the  same  spirit  that 
prevailed  during  the  firsc  Conference  of 
the  Church  held  in  Fayette,  New  York. 
June  9,  1830,  where  some  ninety  people 
were  in  attendance,  about  27  of  them 


already  nembers.  In  that  first  Confer- 
ence the  Sacrament  was  administered 
and  those  who  had  been  baptized  were 
confirmed.  Others  were  sustained  by 
the  members  to  receive  the  Priesthood, 
and  were  ordained.  Such  was  the  busi- 
ness of  the  first  Conference.  The  officers 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Conference 
were:  Joseph  Smith.  Oliver  Cowdery, 
David  Whitmer,  Peter  Whitmer  and  Ziba 
Peterson,  each  of  whom  held  the  office 
of  elder  in  the  Church.  At  the  close 
of  this  Conference  there  were  in  the 
Church  seven  ordained  elders,  three 
priests,  and  two  teachers.  Eleven  con- 
verts were  baptized  by  David  Whitmer 
in  Seneca  Lake,  where  many  other  bap- 
tisms had  taken  place. 

The  Second  Conference  of  the  Church 
was  held  at  Fayette,  New  York,  on  the 
26th  of  September,  1830.  Church  busi- 
ness was  attended  to  during  the  three 
days  of  the  gathering  and  a  call  was 
made  to  Oliver  Cowdery,  Peter  Whitmer, 
Jr.,  Parley  P.  Pratt,  and  Ziba  Peterson 
to  labour  among  the  Lamanites.  By 
the  time  of  the  first  annual  Conference, 
held  in  April,  1831,  the  membership  of 
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the  Church  in  Ohio  alone  numbered 
over  one  thousand.  Just  a  few  months 
later  at  the  June  Conference  held  in 
Kirtland,  Ohio,  two  thousand  Saints 
were  in  attendance.  The  Church  wit- 
nessed a  remarkable  growth  during  this 
short  period  due  to  the  missionary 
spirit  which  flourished  among  the 
members,  the  converting  powers  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  and  the  fact  that  a 
great  number  of  people  were  dis- 
satisfied with  their  old  creeds  and  were 
anxiously  awaiting  a  firm  foundation 
upon  which  they  could  build  their  lives. 

Continued  persecution  against  the 
Saints  caused  them  to  move  Westward 
and  the  first  Conference  in  Missouri  was 
held  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1831.  At 
a  Conference  held  at  Amherst,  Loraine 
County,  Ohio,  on  January  25,  1832, 
Joseph  Smith  was  sustained  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  High  Priesthood.  At  this 
time  the  revelation  known  as  Section  75 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  was 
given  in  which  a  number  of  elders  were 
called  on  missions  to  various  parts  of 
the  land.  At  the  close  of  this  Confer- 
ence "  The  Vision,"  as  it  is  recorded  in 
the  76th  Section  of  the  D.  &  C,  was  re- 
vealed to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and 
Sidney  Rigdon. 

Conferences  were  held  regularly  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Valley  after  the  arrival  of 
the  Saints  and  the  first  Conference  that 
was  held  in  the  Tabernacle,  although 
not  completely  finished,  took  place  in 
October  of  1867.  One  hundred  and 
sixty-three  persons  were  called  to  go 
and  strengthen  the  settlements  in 
southern  Utah.  April  6,  1880,  fifty 
years  from  the  day  of  organization  of 
the  Church,  the  fiftieth  annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Church  was  held  in  the 
Tabernacle,  Salt  Lake  City.  President 
John  Taylor  drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  the  year  of  Jubilee  and  re- 
ferred to  the  custom  which  prevailed  in 
old  Israel,  as  set  forth  in  the  25th  chap- 
ter of  Leviticus.  It  was  proposed  that 
it  be  made  a  year  of  jubilee  and  for- 
giveness in  the  Church.  The  Church  set 
the  example  by  striking  off  one  half  the 
indebtedness  held  by  the  Perpetual 
Emigrating  Fund  Company,  against  in- 
dividuals classed  as  worthy  poor, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  215,000  Pounds 
(802,000  dollars).  '  One  thousand  cows 
and  five  thousand  sheep  were  also  dis- 
tributed among  the  needy.    The  Saints 


were  advised  to  be  charitable  and  liberal 
in  their  dealing  with  one  another. 

President  Taylor  said:  "If  you  find 
people  owing  you  who  are  distressed,  if 
you  will  go  to  work  and  try  to  relieve 
them  as  much  as  you  can,  under  the 
circumstances,  God  will  relieve  you 
when  you  get  into  difficulties,  I  will  tell 
you  that  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Let 
us  act  on  a  kind,  generous,  brotherly 
principle,  doing  good  one  to  another  and 
carrying  out  the  principles  of  the  Ever- 
lasting Gospel  in  our  lives."* 

The  one  hundredth  annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Church  convened  in  the 
Tabernacle,  Salt  Lake  City,  Sunday, 
April  6,  1930,  and  continued  until  the 
afternoon  of  Wednesday,  the  ninth. 
This  was  the  centennial  anniversary  of 
the  organization  of  the  Church,  and 
special,  appropriate  services  were  ar- 
ranged for  the  Conference.  A  pageant 
entitled,  "  The  Message  of  The  Ages," 
was  presented  in  the  Tabernacle  com- 
mencing on  the  night  of  April  6,  1930, 
and  continued  without  interruption  for 
thirty  nights.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people  attended  these  performances 
coming  from  all  parts  of  the  earth.  The 
Lord  is  pleased  when  the  Saints  respond 
to  the  call  of  General  Conference  such 
as  this.  It  is  a  sign  that  the  children  of 
God  are  interested  in  Him. 

The  Lord  has  given  us  instruction  to 
meet  in  Conferences  from  time  to  time 
for  in  the  20th  Section  of  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants  we  read: 

61.  The  several  elders  compos- 
ing this  Church  are  to  meet  in 
conference  once  in  three  months, 
or  from  time  to  time  as  said 
conferences  shall  direct  or 
appoint; 

62.  And  said  conferences  are  to 
do  whatever  church  business  is 
necessary  to  be  done  at  the  time. 

63.  The  elders  are  to  receive 
their  licenses  from  other  elders, 
by  vote  of  the  church  to  which 
they  belong,  or  from  the  con- 
ferences .... 

67.  Every  president  of  the  high 
priesthood  (or  presiding  elder), 
bishop,  high  councilor,  and  high 
priest,  is  to  be  ordained  by  the 
direction  of  a  high  council  or 
general  conference 

81.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
several  churches,  composing  the 
church  of  Christ,  to  send  one  or 
more  of  their  teachers  to  attend 
the  several  conferences  held  by 
the  elders  of  the  church. 
Also  from  Section  124: 
(Contnued  on  page  170) 
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kind."  Let  us  be  less  hasty  to  criticize 
and  condemn  those  in  authority,  re- 
membering the  solemn  words  of  the 
prophet  Joseph  Smith: 

"  I  will  give  you  one  of  the  keys  of 
the  mysteries  of  the  Kingdom.  It  is  an 
eternal  principle,  that  has  existed  with 
God  from  all  eternity:  That  man  who 
rises  up  to  condemn  others,  finding  fault

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but  nothing  can  be  more  absurd.  If 
such  was  the  case,  everyone  who  would 
but  open  their  Bible  would  have  equal 
authority.  The  scriptures  may  serve  as 
a  guide  to  us,  but  the  knowledge,  power 
and  authority  can  be  obtained  from 
only  one  source,  God  Almighty,  through 
the  operations  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

There  is  but  one  organization  on  the 
face  of  the  earth  to-day  that  legiti- 
mately bears  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  only  one  that  bears  His  divine 
authority — The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-Day  Saints.  The  people  of  the 
world  wonder  where  the  authority  exists 
to  command  in  the  name  of  the  Father 
and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
so  that  it  will  be  in  effect  and  accept- 
able at  the  throne  of  the  Eternal  Father.

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HINTS  ON  PASTRY  MAKING 
By  Sister  Theresa  Trollip 


Notwithstanding  the  immense  number 
of  articles  of  pastry  that  may  be  made, 
we  proceed  nearly  always  on  the  same 
principle  and  with  the  same  paste.  It 
rests  with  the  cook  to  multiply  the  ar- 
rangement and  points.  With  regard  to 
the  paste,  it  will  always  be  found  a  com- 
pound of  butter,  flour,  sugar,  etc.  The 
various  sweetmeats  that  serve  for  garn- 
ishing pastry  most  essentially  contri- 
bute to  improve  its  appearance  and 
flavour.  However,  the  puff  paste  which 
is  sent  up  to  table  in  about  one  hun- 
dred different  forms  can  be  made  in  one 
single  way  only;  it  may,  however,  be 
more  or  less  fine  and  thicker  or  thinner. 
We  may  make  it  fine  by  using  a  great 
deal  of  butter,  but  then  it  will  have 
less  substance.  The  baking  of  pastry 
requires  particular  attention.  We  should 
be  well  acquainted  with  the  oven  to  be 
enabled  to  make  nice  pastry;  If  not 
properly  baked  it  will  not  be  good  at  all. 
Always  use  dry  flour,  as  damp  flour  will 
spoil  the  texture  of  the  effort. 


The  chief  consideration  when  making 
pastry  is  to  have  everything  as  cold 
as  possible.  The  old-fashioned  glass 
rolling-pins  were  used  for  this  purpose, 
as  they  were  much  colder  than  the 
present  dry  wooden  ones.  A  plain  glass 
bottle  will  act  as  a  good  substitute. 

TO  MAKE  PASTRY  brown  nicely, 
brush  it  over  with  milk  just  before  put- 
ting it  into  the  oven;  this  also  adds  a 
glaze. 

DO  NOT  put  hot  cooked  fruit  into  a 
tart;  the  steam  given  off  will  soften 
the  pastry  before  it  has  started  to  cook. 

THE  BATTER  for  Yorkshire  puddings 
and  fritters  should  be  made  at  least  an 
hour  before  it  is  needed. 

WHEN  MIXING  make  sure  that  the 
water  is  cold  when  you  wash  your  hands 
before  beginning,  as  it  makes  mixing 
easier. 

YOLKS  AND  WHITES  OF  EGGS 
should  be  beaten  separately  to  make 
the  preparation  lighter. 


SWISS  ROLL 
Sister  Hannah  Soffe,  Krugersdorp. 
3  Eggs 
1  cup  Flour 
Vanilla  Essence 

1  cup  Sugar 
Salt 

2  tablesp.  Milk. 
1  teasp.  Baking  Powder. 

Method:  Beat  yolks,  sugar  and  milk  together  until  very 
light,  add  flour  with  baking  powder  and  salt,  mixed  in,  and 
the  whites  beaten  stiffly  in  turns;  add  flavouring. 

Bake  in  a  shallow  tin,  spread  jam  or  jelly  between. 
Roily  up  quickly  and  sprinkle  with  sugar.  I

144.  And  a  commandant  I  give 
unto  you,  that  you  should  fill  all 
these  offices  and  approve  of 
those  names  which  I  have  men- 
tioned, or  else  disapprove  of  them 
at  my  general  conference. 

As  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  it  is  our 
right  and  privilege  to  attend  these  Con- 
ferences. It  is  our  responsibility  as  well. 
It  is  at  such  gatherings  that  the  General 
Authorities  of  the  Church  are  sustained 
by  the  vote  of  the  people  and  all  other 
Church  business  is  reviewed  and  dis- 
cussed. 

The  Church  is  growing  rapidly  and 
each  year  the  great  crowds  that  as- 
semble twice  per  annum  for  the  General 
Conferences  increase.  There  is  a  vast 
difference  in  the  number  of  Conference- 
goers  of  to-day  and  of  12H  years  ago, 
and  it  is  a  problem  indeed  to  handle 
the  large  crowds.  The  world-famous 
Tabernacle,  filled  to  capacity  with 
nearly  11,000  people,  takes  care  of  the 
larger  number  of  visitors.  The  Assembly 
Hall,  situated  just  100  feet  south  of 
the  Tabernacle,  accommodates  over 
2,000  people,  and  Barratt  Hall  will  hold 
another  2,000.  Those  exceeding  this 
15,000  ensemble  comfort  themselves  on 
the  beautiful  green  lawns  of  Temple 
Square  and  listen  to  the  general  sessions 
as  they  are  broadcast  from  loudspeakers. 

Fourteen  radio  stations  convey  the 
Conference  sessions  to  listeners  all  over 
the  Western  United  States,  and  the  pos- 
sessors of  television  sets  are  able  to 
view  the  proceedings  as  televised  over 
KSL  television  station,  channel  5.  Each 
year  efforts  are  made  so  that  more 
people  will  be  able  to  attend  the  General 
Conferences  of  the  Church. 

Conference  time  is  a  happy  time,  it 
is  a  time  for  education,  and  above  all 
it  is  the  Lord's  time.  Take  advantage 
of  the  General  Conference  messages  and 
the  wonderful  advice  and  counsel  given 
us  there  by  our  inspired  leaders.
